Municipal Water Shortages: Turing unusually cry years, such as we are now 
experiencing, the problem of municipal water shortages becomes a critical one 
throughout Japan, The only ultimate solution to the problem is a sounc national 
program of water works construction anc extension, Such a program is being 
plannee by the Ministry of Welfare anc the Construction Boarc. However, we are 
faced with the immediate problem of the effect of water shortages and water 
conservation programs on the public health curing the spring anc summer of 1948, 
A water conservation program will influence the incidence of enteric Ciseases — 
| in two ways: The overell quality of city waters as received by the consumer at 
the householé tap will suffer greatly cue to the cevolopment of negative or 
| suction pressures which may craw contaminating matter into the mains. The short. 
age of water may cause the consumer to supplement the municipal supply from ot 
sources, such as wells, which are for the most part pollutec anc highly unsati 
factory from the public health stanc point. A sharp rise in the incidence of 
enteric diseases will accompany these shortages unless are water is. either boiled
